A Bit of a Job

INGKONG.—If you think you 
f have troubles, consider the case 
of Hongkong's commissioner of police, 
D. W. MacIntesh, who not only has to 
chase slippery bandits, smugglers and 
pirates, but has the added headache 
of keeping political schemers from 
touching off any disastrous interna- 
tonal incidents, * 

With the Chinese Communists draw- 
ing closer to Canton, which ls only 
frontier separating this British Crown 
colony from the Chinese mainland, 
Hongkeng’s ticklish security problem 
is becoming more acute 

While it is seriously-doubted that 
the Communists would be willing % 
risk an actual military invasion of 
Hongkong, their expected presence at 
the border may lead to unrest and 
serlous disturbances fomented within 
the colony by pro-Communist agents. 
sympathizers and opportunist ele- 
ments always ready to Jump on @ 
bandwagon 

Defence operalions and-—the- re- 
inforced military garrison heré” are 
under the direction of Lieut. Gen 
F W. Feasting, Hongkong'’s command- 
er-in-chief, but the maintenance of 
law and order in the colony is Com- 
missioner MacIntosh's responsibility 

The police force, with a Jurisdiction 
covering 391 square miles, numbers 
3,500 men Of this total, -250 are 
British police officers, while the reat 
are mainly Chinese. To ald the police 
the event-ol any emergencies. 
a special constabulary of 1,500 men is 
being recruited from among volun- 
teers and another volunteer auxiliary 
police unit of 400 Is being created 

These special units, according to 
MariIntosh, are belng trained to pro- 
ect lives and property should there be 
any outbreak of riots or other violence 
Included among the specia! constables 
are many of Hongkong’s “Taipans.’ 
or leading businessmen 

se * 

A\ present, Chinese 
whatever political aMliation can enter 
Hongkong freely, without passports, 
visas or even registration formalities 
If the military situation_should require 
it, the-17-mile frontier could be sealed 
against entry Of "any persons con- 
sidered undesirable by the local 
authorities 

Under the Lerms of the so-called 
“Sooleties Ordinance” adopted here 
recently, any assoclalions subordinate 
to outside political parties are pro- 
hibited isi Hongkong. This legislation 
led to the ‘dissolution of several Kuo- 
mintang clubs and party headquar- 
ters. The Chinese Communist party 
did not have an official party head- 
quarters here prior to the ordinance 
and none can now be established 
legally. While Communists are not 
allowed to function-as a politica! party 
here, individual Commurilsts are—not 
molested as long as they do not violate 
any local laws

MacIntosh, “it is no offence to be a 
Communist in Hongkong, publish a 
Communist newspaper, possess Com- 
munist literature, or hold Communist 
opinions. What has been happening 
here has been a peaceful penetration 
of Communist ideas in some quarters. 
If Unis type of activity should develop 
into any Illegal actions, we have plans 
to deal with such a situation.” 

MacIntosh estimates, as a “pure 
guess,” that of Hongkong's population 
of nearly 3,000,000, not more than ap- 
proximately 4,000 are actual Commun- 
ist party members, fellow travelers in 
splinter groups or Communist “aspir< 
ants,” as he calls them, who are seek- 
ing Communist party membership. 

He added that the Chinese Com- 
munists carefully screen all applicants 
for membership and are particularly 
unwilling to admit those persons 
whom they, believe to be political 
opportunists anxious to join the Reds 
because they are growing in 
power 

It is practically tmpossible to deter- 
mine the humber of Communists in 
Hongkong,” the commissioner asserted 

Tt all depends on what you call. a 
Communist, THere may be a great 
Communist sympathivefs here, 
bul it does not follow that they are all 
activists bent on using forcible means 
to attain thelr objectives

Superimposed upon all of these 
complex police problems are the regu- 
lar run of crimes and vice offences 
that Mourish in any big port; a fan- 
tastic traMfé problem complicated by 
rickshaw boys and coolles who all 
seem to suffer from insomnia; and & 
shortage of housing aggravated by the 
requisitioning of many buildings for 
military personnel and equipment.

On July 15 the “corrective labor 
codex” of the Russian Soviet Federal 
Socialist Republic (largest of the com- 
ponent republics of the Soviet Union) 
was produced to the <conomic and 
Socia) Council of the United Nations 
It leaves no doubt of the existence and 
character of the institution of “cor- 
rective labor.” In future, Soviel. prop- 
aganda will have to Justify it, not 
deny it 

It is the nature of the Institution 
thal matters. And the defence will no 
doubt be that in every civilized coun- 
try convicted, criminals are compelled 
to work in some form of confinement 
and that in the more civilized coun- 
tries the purpose both of confinement 
and enforced labor for criminals ls 
corrective and reformatory rather 
than merely punitive. 

That ts true. But between the in- 
stitution of corrective labor for crim~- 
inals in normal civilized countries and 
the institution of corrective labor in 
the Soviet Union (and formerly in 
Nagi Germany) there is a—profound 
difference

In the first case, those subjected to 
jt are persons duly convicted after 
open trial in # court of law for definite 
breaches of known laws. In Britain 
for example, no man can be held in 
prison or in confinement by the police

But under the “codex"--as under 
Hitler itt Germany—"persons are di- 
rected to corrective labor who have 
been sentenced thereto by decree of 
ah administrative organ.” 

The liberty of every Soviet citizen 
is permanently at the mercy of the 
Government and its officials who can 
by “administrative decree” sentence 
him to confinement, exile, forced labox 

without charge, without trial, with- 
out appeal. It is a system of lettre 
de cachet of which the bastille was a 
symbol It was always the mark 
differentiating despotism from a tree 
society 

The second outstanding feature of 
the codex is that a citizen can be 
deprived of his freedom and con- 
demned to corrective labor not for any 
definile offence but simply in order 
lo “put him in conditions which debar 
him from the possibility of committing 
acts which inflict harm on the soclal- 
ist construction.” Especially ear- 
marked for treatment under the 
“penal policy of the proletariat 
are “unstable elements among the 
workers."

The Tough-Minded

T may be taken for granted that to 
| show oneself tough-minded !s to be 
unpopular, The skeptic, who refuses 
to be convinced of anything except on 
valid evidence, ia a disturbing element 
in any society. Airy generalities, in- 
accurate -statements, plous sentimen- 
talisms freeze and die in his icy scorn 
Conversation, denuded of such orna- 
ments, becomes impossible in his pres- 
ence and acquaintances fiee him. His 
few friends, skeptics like himself, may 
at times prefer less intellectual com- 
pany 

Even in a thoroughly tough-minded 
person, the desire’ for a friendly 
envitonment may be as strong as @ 
disinterested passion for truth, so ne 
is forced to accept compromisés rather 
than become a recluse. He learns to 
suffer fools, if not gladly, at least 
without showing impatience, He lete 
others lay down the law, protecting 
himgelf from their heavy dogmatisms 
with only a light shield of irony, In- 
evitably. he is misunderstood by the 
many, but may become popular be- 
cause of that misunderstanding, just 
as Mark Twain was the Idol of thoseof 
his countrymen who looked on him 
as purely a humorist. If the majority 
had seen the serious meaning, under 
much_of his writing they might have 
decided, on reflection, to.lynch him 

Bociety does nothing for the tough- 
minded, or rather for those who show 
themselves so. Her rewards are re- 
served for those who conform to her 
current standards. It should not be too 
readily assumed that all ‘who accept 


the theory of a social welfare state 
are convinced of !t. Some who appear 
lo.accept it may have made their own 
arrangements for protecting Lhem 
selves against its indiscriminate bene- 
volence. . Others, constitutionally op- 
timistic; may believe that the fashion 
wil) soon change anti that they need 
not waste their enefgies in opposing it 
Still others, eapecially the opportunists 
of the Socialist party,” really care 
nothing for social welfare bul see 
clearly that it is theif best instrument 
for gaining power hy 

Such socialists as. these, who are 
quite as tough-minded as their oppo- 
nents, are really to be feared. It does 
not matter much to: them whether 
they bribe the electors Into surrender 
ing their rights to a welfare state or 
bluff their opponents into paying simi- 
lar bribes. In efther case the result 
must be a centralized power, easily 
taken over by a dictator or an 
oligarchy. ~ 

The tough-minded of the fon- 
Socialist parties must recognise the 
danger, but perhaps they feel there 
are too few of them to do anything 
about it, It may be that they would 
find a surprising number of supporters 
if they cast off their adcustomed diffi 
defice and appealed for support in 
fighting Socialism in their own parties 
At any rate, if they do not try to do 
something, there is no one_else to do 
it, and-viewing the progress already 
made towards inaugurating the social 
welfare state in this country may 
bring to their minds the old sun-dial 
motto, “It is later than you think.”
